U.S. to Get 


Giant Ships 
of Germany 


WASHINGTON — The eight for- 


mer German liners allocated to the 
United States after the armistice, 
including the former 
Hamburg- 


American steamer Imperator, .the 
second largest ship afloat are to be 
turned over to the shipping board 
by war department as soon as nec- 
essary surveys can .be made. 


After their allocation to the Unit- 


ed States, the ships -were used as 


j transports and Great Britain 
has 


contended that their allocation was 
only temporary and that when the 
troop movement had been completed 
they were to revert 'to 'the allied 
shipping pool for permanent alloca- 
tion. J. H. Rosseter, director of 
operations for the shipping board 
said today, however, that the board 
held that the Original assignment of 
the ships was permanent.

shall a student receive the _ bonus 
during more than six weeks' illness: 


Where the regular work of an in- 


stitution is carried on the cooperat- 
ive plan, pa-rt time in industry and 
part time in school, whatever the-al 
temating period be, attendance upon 
such work shall be construed as reg- 
ular attendance. 


Where courses are given at spe- 


cial times, students must 
attend 


weekly a number of hoars equival- 
ent to the requirements of full time 
in. the regular course. 
A student dropping "out for any

to strike Sept. 22, unless Judge Gary 
consented to a conference. 


; "I got a telegram from the presi- 


dent asking me to use my efforts 
to secure a delay. I dictated a mes- 
sage to Mr. Fitzpatrick asting that 
the presidents request bo complied 
with. «He told me the men. were in 
such a frame. of mind that 
they 


they could not be prevented 
from 


striking, should the committee vote 
for delay." 


"The organizers knew the strike 


would have taken place anyway, un- 
guided, disjointed, and.'leaderless. 
Their choice, was not that of having 
no "strike, but simply of-having a I 
disorganized or an organize'd strike,' 


under the guidance of experienced 
men." 


Senator 
Sterling- introduced

Steel Corporation statement which 
said that average wages paid by it 
had increased 130 per 
cent since 


1913. 


"But the corporation's profits have 


increased 400 per cent in the same 
time," Gompers retorted. 


"Employes are allowed to ' buy

selling is an attempt to tie men. to 
the job," Gompers said.

beaten by their drivers, dogs anjj 
cats being vivisected by professors 
of physiology, and wild animals be- 
ing killed merely for sport. And I 
agree -that there is in this a cer. 
tain hypocrisy peculiar to peopl. 
who prefer to critizise the conduct 
of others rather than examine their 
own. 


At the same time one must re-cog- 


nize that these cases are the excep- 
tion and not the rule, and that, ar.v. 
how, 
it would be an error for So- 


cialists to attempt in ar.y way to ob- 
struct this movement in favor of :h» 
animals, because all efforts to di.

forms are useful and serve to elevate 
humanity arui to promote good feel- 
ing in other social directions.
